The law allows a business a 
wide choice of " ’ays to set itself 
up, to finance and manage itself. 
You may have sole owners ’!>?. 
partnerships, joint \e n ‘U"' 
p o rtio n s; and within these class** 
you have many different 
To meet modern business con­ 
ditions, to get full tax advantage, 
and to protect investors, for ex­ 
ample, 
the law provides many 
ways for a company to finance it­ 
self. 
And these, in turn, influence 
the kind of management it can 
have, and the way it conducts its 
affairs. 
We sometimes speak of “stocks 
and bonds,” for example, as ii 
they were one and the same. 
But when you buy a share of 
stock in a company, you “own’ 
an "undivided” part of everything 
it owns, but no particular piece 
of its property. 
But what do you have when you 
buy a corporation’s bond or deben­ 
ture? 
You own nothing of the 
company. 
Instead you are lend­ 
ing money which it promises, to 
pay back with interest when your 
bond "m atures." 
Unlike a stockholder, a bond­ 
holder as a rule has little to say 
directly about who m anages and 
how he manages the company 
Remotely a bond buyer by w ith­ 
holding or lending money may in 
fluence a company’s ability to ex 
pand. 
The b >ndholder gets only 
his interest payments, which come 
before the 
stockholders’ 
"divi­ 
dends,” since he takes less of a 
risk than the stockholders. 
Thus if the corporation quits or 
goes bankrupt, it must pay »he 
bondholders off before the stock­ 
holders get anything. 
W here

the 
“preferred 
stock” come in? 
As a rule, pre­ 
ferred stockholders collect a fixed 
dividend—after 
the bondholders 
are paid but before the "common" 
stockholders get anything.

press it open and finish the edges. 
Repeat the process after stitching 
the joining seam. 
Pinking is enc of the easiest 
ways to finish a seam.

pinking shears or a pink ng m a­ 
chine, 
the seam edges are cut, 
then pressed open. 
Some d,-e s- 
m akers cut their p atterns with 
pinking shears to save their 
this work. 
This sh vt- ut method 
s not recommended, however, as 
true notches cannot 
be marked 
with pinking shears. 
Overcasting is a good method to 
use on closely woven 
materials.
